to @ up an. important post in -the 
service. The Treatirs recognize thre exist- 
ence of this anomalous’ institution, and 
it was gonerntly: felt that on it.depend- 
ed ‘the ‘proper fulfilment of those clauses 
which dealt with the conduct of trade. 
It may with confidence be assumed ‘that 
the, foreign negotiators .ragarded the 
Maritime Customs us a State rather than 
a provincial administration.” Of all the 
stipulations contained in the Treaties of 
Tientsin none had perhaps so much in- 
terest for the’ foreign mercantile com. 
Taunity in China as those which govern- 
ed ‘the transit of merchandise inwards 
and outwards, In the interval. between 
the’ ratification of the ‘Treaty of Nan. 
king (1813) and the Treaties of Ticntsin’ 
(1838) the bugbear ‘dik bad raised. its 
head. Complaints were numerous and
